in British Columbia are marketed in the Prairie Provinces, while surplus 
grain and livestock from th@ Prairies are distributed in British Columbia 
and in the East.

make it possible to market currently-produced products in a fresh condi- 
tion to consumers in widely scattered areas, fo carry over surpluses to 
periods when supplies are usually short, and to provide adequate storage 
for Canada’s grain harvest.” The extensive use of trucks in marketing 
farm products is also discussed, In 1948 truck licenses and operating costs 
of farm trucks in Canada amounted to $30,813,000, while the costs for 
operating farmers’ cars for business purposes was $34,000,000. These 
figures indicate the importance of trucks and cars to production and mar- 
keting in Canadian agriculture,

Sitka: National Monument, also in 
southeastern Alaska, preserves an- 
other rare collection of Alaskan In- 
dian totem poles. These display ex- 
cellent craftsmanship. Nearby is a 
replica of a Russian blockhouse, and 
jgraves of Russians killed in 1804 
during the Battle of Sitka. In that 
battle the Indian tribe made a last 
stand against Russian settlers. 

Alaska’s two national forests like- 
wise offer challenging recreational 
areas that are vast,. interesting and 
alluring. Tongass National Forest 
covers 16,045,753 acres, and Chu- 
gach National Forest spreads over 
4,801,902 acres. These are the larg- 
est single areas under the United 
States Forest service,

Kill Wolves 
By “Suicide” 
PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.—Pro- 
vincial game officials are work- 
ing on a “souped up” cyanide 
shell so timber wolves in north- 
ern Saskatchewan could commit 
suicide easier this winter. 
Cyanide guns actually are fired by 
the animals themselves when they 
come to, investigate a scented “lure” 
and trip a hidden mechanism. The 
guns have proved highly successful 
in killing coyotes in southern Sask- 
atchewan and officials wanted to 
make sure they are just as success- 
ful against timber wolves by pack- 
ing more cyanide in the shells, Field 
men were pinpointing wolf trails to 


determine the best, spots for the 
chemical destroyers. 


Officials had another weapon 
against the wolves, which takes a 
heavy toll of deer, moose, elk and 
fur-bearing animals. This was the 
bait station consisting of an animal 
carcass treated with the poison 
“1080”, These stations had account- 
ed for a good number of coyotes in 
southern areas last winter, 

In addition to these new hazards, 
wolves still had to worry about 
sharpshooters who collect. a bounty 
of $10 for each wolf. In this respect 
the’ anti-wolf campaign differed from 
the war on coyotes, since the bounty 
system for controlling coyotes in 
southern districts had been discon- 
tinued as ineffective. 

Officials said the stepped-up war 
against the black or greyish brown 
timber wplves did not mean there 
were more wolves than ever before. 
On the contrary, the wolves appar- 
ently controlled by a “cycle” were 
less numerous than in some past 
years, But there were still enough 
to warrant an all-out offensive.

This article is to point out that 
definite Cangers from poisoning are 
associated with the feeding of frosted 
flax plants and ergot-infested grains 
or roughages to livestock. 

Frosted Flax, Chemical analyses 
on frosted flax, recently carried 
out at the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Swift Current, indicate that 
death may result from the con- 
sumption by farm animals of even 
fairly small quantities of frosted 
flax plants. 

The best precaution farmers can 
take is not to turn livestock into 
fields of immature, unharvested 
frozen flax. For protection against 
livestock poisoning, and also to pre- 
vent the over-wintering of certain 
destructive flax crop diseases, such 
as rust and pa-mo, unharvested flax 


should be completely plowed under, 
or otherwise destroyed, this fall. 
Farmers who have harvested frosted 
flax for feed this ycar would be 
well advised to seid a sample, con- 
sisting of about one pound of 
material, to the Dominion Experi- 
mental Station, Swift Current, for 
analyses. This is indeed a valuable 
service’ to the flax growers of 
Western Canada. ” 

Ergot. The ergot disease of grain 
crops, particularly of rye, barley 
and wheat, is well-known to most 
farmers. It is caused by a fungus 
(mold). The large, purplish to black, 
horn-like bodies (ergots); which 
develop in the heads of diseased 
plants and are quite conspicuous 
in the threshed grain, are poisonous 
to man and livestock. Every care 
should be taken, therefore, to re- 
move the ergotized kernels from 
grain that is to be used for human 
or livestock consumption, Any grain 
feed which contains 0.1% or mor 
of ergot is considered a source of 
danger to livestock. Moreover, as 
a very small concentration of ergot 


in feed may cause abortion, ergotized 
material should be excluded com- 
pletely from the rations of mares, 


cows, sows and ewes® Don’t take 
a chance! Recognize the dangers 
that are associated with the feed- 
ing of ergot and frosted flax plants 
to livestock.

Flin Flon A Nightmare 


FLIN FLON, Man.—The people of this bustling mining town 
claim the place is like nothing else in the world. They're prob- 


ably right. The main section of 


Flin Flon, where older houses 


and most business premises are built, is perched on the hard-rock 
surface of the pre-Cambrian shield. Construction is a nightmare. 


Most basements are above ground 
level. 

Sewer and water pipelines run 
above the ground — some of them 
over the heads of pedestrians—in- 
stead of being buried. 

Street lights burn night and day. 

If you die in winter, your body 
goes into cold storage for buria] in 
the Spring when the ground thaws. 

There are proportionately more 
children of pre-school and school age 
than in any other town of the same 
size in Canada. 

But for all its oddities, Flin Flon 
(on the Saskatchewan-Manitoba bor- 
der 400 miles northwest of Winni- 
peg) is going ahead, 


Plane To 
Patrol Oil Line 


TORONTO, Ont.—It’s a long hike 
from the Great Lakes to the Alberta 
oil fields, but there will be no tramp- 
ing for the inspector who will look 
over the 1,180-mile long pipeline 
when it is completed. 

Instead, he will travel aboard a 
new Cessna aircraft which will fly 
over the route once a week. It will 
be the first time in Canada that a 
plane has been used to spot leaks in 
an oil pipeline. 

The interprovincial Pipeline Com- 
pany expected to have the pipe down 
and in use by the fall and then bush 
pilot Danny Driscoll will make a 
weekly inspection trip which in all 
will cover some 2,500 miles, Driscoll 
will make the return trip in four 
days with one day’s allowance for 
bad weather, 

Flying between 200 and 400 feet 
above the line, the veteran of many 
hours in the air, will watch for 
patches of oil over the pipe drift- 
wood and other trash at water cross- 
ings. Since the pipe is of all weld- 
ed construction and buried three feet 
underground there is little chance 
that leaks will occur. If they do, 
it is Driscoll’s job to report oil- 
patches to one of the stations locat- 
ed every 200 miles along the line.

The Flin Flon terrain is so hilly 
that some houses have a 30 to 50- 
foot difference between back and 
front yards. Others are perched on 
the rock with wooden stairways to 
the street. 

Some residents can walk in their 
front door at ground level and look 
out their back door to a street 30 
feet below. 

Stairways are a big part of the 
Flin Flon sidewalk system. One 
winds up a hillside with almost 100 
steps and several platforms. 

The boxed-in sewer and water 
pipes, packed with sawdust to pre- 
vent freezing in Flin Flon’s severe 
winter, are used unofficially as side- 
walks. But signs warn residents 
they navigate them at their own 
risk. 


Typical of the old location of the} 


town is its baseball park. There is 
a natural grandstand—a huge rock 


outcropping at least 100 feet high’ 


which can accommodate a _ sizable 
crowd of spectators.

Of Frost Wheat 
Equal To Average 


| WINNIPEG.—The board of grain 
commissioners said that protein con- 
tent of this year’s frost-damaged 
wheat crop is equal to the average 
for the last 20 years. 

The board said laboratory tests 
had placed the average protein con- 
tent of the contract or milling grades 
of wheat at 13.6 per cent. This is 
-2 per cent. lower than for last year 
but the same as the 20-year average. 

“Inclusion of data for No. 5 wheat, 
in order to obtain better representa- 
tion from certain badly frost-damag- 
ed areas, raises the average to 13.7 
per cent.,” an announcement said. 

“It must be remembered, however, 
that No. 5 is not a milling wheat.” 

The protein content was determin- 
ed on the basis of analyses of 4,522 
samples of the contract grades (No. 
1 to 4 Northern, 1 to 3 Garnet) and 
873 samples of No. 5 wheat. 

The samples were collected from 
1,277 shipping points in Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and Manitoba, 

The protein map issued by the 
board shows areas where protein av- 
eraged more than 14.9 per cent. lo- 
cated north, south and east of Ed- 
monton, in the far south-eastern 
corner of Alberta, and north-east, 
and south of Saskatoon, 

Most of the rest of Saskatchewan, 
except for the south-western corner, 
averaged between 13 and 14.9 per 
cent, The south-eastern corner of

toba averaged between 11 and 12.9 
per cent,
